Alpha  Delta  Pi  is  the  oldest  secret  society  for  college  women  in  the  world!  It  was  established  in  1851  by 
Eugena  Tbcker,  a  student  at  Wesleyan  College  in  Macon,  Georgia.  Alpha  Delta  Pi's  mascot  is  a  lion,  who 
is  nicknamed  Alphie.  Their  colors  are  blue  and  white  and  their  mottos  is,  "We  live  for  each  otherj'  which 
symbolizes  their  loyalty  to  their  sorority  and  to  serving  their  community.  Alpha  Delta  Pi,  Eta  Xi  chapter 
was  established  here  at  Presbyterian  College  in  1989.  They  support  the  Alpha  Delta  Pi  national  philanthropy 
which  is  the  Ronald  McDonald  house.  The  Ronald  McDonald  homes  provide  a  support,  comfort,  and  a  "home 
away  from  home"  for  the  families  of  seriously  ill  children  who  are  receiving  treatment  in  nearby  hospitals.

Celtic  Cross  is  a  religious  organization  that  provides  Presbyterian  College  students  a 
supportive  community  within  which  they  can  explore  the  meaning  of  vocation  and  call 
as  Christians  engaged  in  the  journey  of  faith,  recognizing  the  validity  and  importance 
of  both  lay  and  professional  ministry.  Celtic  Cross  was  created  and  made  into  an 
official  organization  on  campus  in  1995.  It  is  considered  a  model  for  church  leadership 
developmental  programs.  Celtic  Cross  is  a  joint  ministry  of  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Spartanburg,  SC  and  Presbyterian  College.  This  program  allows  people  to  partici- 
pate in  a  variety  of  leadership  programs  throughout  the  year  including  two  annual 
retreats,  two  workshop  seminars,  and  leadership  teams  with  mentors  that  provide  wor- 
ship/program leadership  opportunities  once  or  twice  a  semester.  Participants  are  also 
encouraged  to  participate  in  summer  work,  conferences,  special  academic  courses, 
spring  break/  May  trips,  as  well  as  various  on-campus  activities  and  international 
studies.

It  has  been  on  campus  since  1919,  making  it  one  of  the 
oldest  programs  in  the  country.  PC  is  the  host  program,  but  has  satellite  programs  at  Newbury  College, 
Lander  University,  and  Erskine  College.  Army  ROTC  is  looked  at  through  the  business  world  as  the 
best  leadership  program  available  to  young  people  in  the  world  today.  The  program  focuses  on  basic 
introduction  to  the  military,  time  management,  communication  skills,  and  the  importance  of  complet- 
ing a  task.  ROTC  has  two  phases:  introductory  and  advanced.  The  introductory  stage  is  open  opened 
for  any  student  on  campus  who  wants  to  take  an  introductory  leadership  class  to  learn  important  life 
skills.  The  advanced  stage  is  for  college  students  who  are  on  scholarships  or  contracted  with  the  U.S. 
Army  to  take  a  commission  as  a  second  Lieutantent  following  graduation.  ROTC  meets  in  the  basement 
of  Jacobs  Hall  and  the  battalion  commander  is  Cody  Mitchell.  ROTC  holds  labs  every  Thursday  where 
cadets  train  with  paintball  or  learn  life  survival  skills.  Cadets  also  get  the  opportunity  to  ride  in  a  UH- 
60  BlackHawk  helicopter  a  few  times  a  semester.  Another  event  that  cadets  take  part  in  is  a  training 
weekend,  or  FTX,  once  a  semester  in  Ft.  Jackson,  SC.

The  main  purpose  of  WAP  is  to  create  an  awareness  of  the  outdoors  and  the  adventures  it  has  to  offer  that 
can  develop  into  a  lifelong  appreciation  of  outdoor  pursuits.  Senior  WAP  member  Jessica  Wood  said  that  out 
of  the  four  years  she  has  been  at  PC,  "WAP  has  provided  the  most  adventurous  memories  I  have  had  and  I 
will  never  forget  them."  As  participants  grow  in  their  skill  and  knowledge  of  the  value  of  the  great  outdoors, 
they  want  to  share  it  with  others,  and  WAP  provides  many  great  opportunities  to  share  in  the  fun.
